REPORT. 


The real object of the School Report is light and 
information upon the subject of education, and this is for 
the purpose of creating an intelligent and progressive 
educational sentiment among the people. It is a plea for 
better schools, better teaching and a better educated 
people.

A true educational sentiment. This sentiment 
means much. It creates the atmosphere on which the 
life of education depends; if this is pure, intelligent, in- 
quiring and progressive, then the cause of education will 
be vigorous and flourishing; if otherwise, sickly and 
languishing. The varied interests of society have a 
mutual dependence. ‘They help or hinder one another. 
It is needful that these interests be abreast of each other. 
The age is progressive; the cause of education should, 
in progress, be abreast of other things. Is it? Men are 
looking for progress elsewhere; do they look for it in the 
schools? ‘There are better methods in agriculture, in the 
arts, in locomotion, in the communication of intelligence, 
etc. -Men ask’for these, they‘demand' these. But do 
they demand progress in the schools? ‘They are inform- 
ing themselves on these other lines; they read upon 
these other subjects; but do they read about the schools 
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and the art of teaching? But in connection with the 
educational sentiment, there is the financial question. 
While there should be economy in this as in other things, 
good schools cannot be sustained without money, and the 

standard of expense here must be taken from the stand- 
ard of expense in other affairs. If large sums are spent 
upon other interests of society, the same must be ex- 
pended upon the schools.

The true educator has his ideals, but the anxious 
question is, how shall they be realized? How create 
deeper public interest in the cause? How improve the 
schools? How attain better methods and secure better 
work? 

But the question of improving the schools involves 
other questions, such as these. How make the most of 
the limited means? How shall the teacher perform the 
multifarious duties of some of our mixed schools ? 


SOME OF THE FACTORS IN A GOOD EDUCA- 
TIONAL SYo TRIM: 


One is the idea of that in which true education con- 
sists. Then there is the philosophy of the child’s mind 
and even his whole nature. Then the educational senti- 
ment of the community. Then the means,’money, that 
can be used for this end. ‘The teacher, too, is an essen- 
tial; factor...Dlas, hear talent ifors teaching = Tides he 
thorough qualification? Has he had experience? Are 
his literary attainments broad and accurate? Is it his 
constant study to perfect himself in this divine art? Can. 
he inspire his pupils? Can he apportion subjects to 
their minds? 
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Analagous attainments are essential in the conduct 
of other interests of life; but they are indispensible in 
the work of the teacher. Such qualifications have their 
price in education as they have in other things. These 
things are not generally considered or understood. 
Somehow there is a notion abroad that a teacher can be 
secured most any time, and on most any terms. Under 
such conditions the School Board has to address itself to 
the task of securing teachers. Rarely can they procure 
the teacher that is every way what they want, and they 
have to solace themselves with the consideration that it 
is the best that can be done in existing conditions and for 


the price paid, .

This is something not generally understood. The 
schools never can be at their best or do their best work 
while there is a frequent change of teachers. Excepting 
in rare instances, this is attended by a great loss, every 
way. It is like a constant change of horses, the indi- 
vidual soon finds himself out of a horse. And the school 
‘continually changing teachers will soon find itself without 
system or method,—a failure, as far as true education is 
concerned. 


Pe Eee aE MEN Po Rees LUD YE 


These are the first thing; without them all is a 
failure: but they are nevertheless largely neglected. 
Children want to skip them; the parents complain that 
the child is kept too long on the simple things,—he must 
be hurried on to what seems to them more solid work. 
This is a great hindrance to good work in the schools. 
Another thing is the lack of clear perception. Knowl- 
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edge that is in a haze or the mud 1s worth little; some- 
thing must clear away the haze and mud before it can be 
available for practical use. 

The failure of the teacher to understand the peculiar- 
ities of his pupils is a weakness in the schools that 
amounts to failure. Such a teacher cannot handle the 
school; he cannot inspire it; he cannot do thorough 
work. | The motto, ‘Treat and Teach all Pupils Alike,” 
is not a good one. The treatment of pupils must be ac- 
cording to their constitutional differences, their varying 
ability, their environments and heritage,—and the teach- 
ing that does not recognize these things is cruel, 
injurious and a failure. . 


CLASSTRIGAITORM 


A schoo] cannot do its best work unless there is a 
good classification. The efficiency of the school, its rea] 
worth, depends on this; and this matter, of so much im- 
portance to the pupil and the school as a whole, is often 
determined by the whim of the pupils, or whims origin- | 
ated in the home. 

A school cannot be of much value unless it is a- 
working school. A school must be a place of intense 
industry. Let no one be alarmed at the word zxzdense. 
Let no visions of pale, sickly, nervous children, broken 
in health, compelled to leave school with all the hopes of 
life shattered, and going down to an early grave, rise be- 
fore them. While there may be exceptional instances of 
this kind, they are few. There are sickly young people, 
those who have to drop their studies and leave school, 
not because of hard study, but the general habit of life, 
—dress, food, late hours, and the excitement of society. 
As a general fact, pupils in our schools do not know what 
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intellectual work is. They have no idea that this is what 
they are in school for; if there is any work, the teacher 
is expected to do it. There is but little patient applica- 
tion: they conceive of nothing like mental labor. In 
entering our school-rooms the idea of an_ intellectual 
work-shop would hardly be suggested; there may be 
activity, but it is not in the line of the acquisition of 
mental power. ‘The idea of intellectual work needs de- 
velopment in our schools. | Public sentiment is at fault 
in this matter. There is not an understanding of that in 
which the best teaching consists. The School Board 
have been saddened to find some of the best teaching 
rated as of the least value.

This must be from a point in the school-room where 
all the work may be seen and understood, and not from 
the home. ‘This is the only point from which fair and 
-honest judgment can be formed, and just criticisms made. 
If there be a tendency to doubt or dissatisfaction, let this 
position in the school-room be taken, before the doubt 
is uttered or the dissatisfaction expressed. 

Some things are indispensable to the welfare of the 
schools. 


Sly Se EVE 


There is especial need of this; all things being 
equal, the one who systemizes his work will accomplish 
the most. But there is a difficulty in establishing a sys- 
tem in one’s work or life, because of what I will call, 
from the want of a better term, the depravity of things. 
In the case of the individual, it comes from perverse and 
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wrong inclinations, an unwillingness to make one’s-self 
do what he knows that he ought to do. In the case of 
the home, from the disinclination of the several inmates 
to fall into'a system. No hour for the daily meals, for 
rising and retiring, suits the inclinations of the several 
members; and thus with other things; and hence, a 
truly systematic home is rare. The same difficulty is 
met in the effort to systemize the school. Here there is. 
not merely indifference to the system, but a studied op- 
position, instead of accepting a classification that may for 
a season involve some extra work or of taking a study 
out of the order one had thought of, there is a persist- 
ency in adhering to one’s preconceived notions that pre- 
vents a harmonious system. 


Av COURSEV@ hers Dias 


This is especially needful. Perhaps a course some- 
what flexible, but a course that pupils shall enter by ex- 
amination, and complete in the same manner. The ques- 
tion of a pupil’s going on in the course must be settled 
by examination. We speak of having examinations in 
the schools but really we do not have them. It is not 
only useless but a positive damage for pupils to advance 
any farther than they can bear examination. Such a sys-- 
tem might encounter opposition but it would do a large: 
amount of good. 


THOROUGHNESS. 


The teacher must see to it that the school is. 
thorough. No carless work must be suffered; attention, 
precision, and industry, must be insisted upon. Pupils. 
must understand that the school hours must be filled

with hard, studious, faithful work. There are pupils 
that on account of certain conditions of health need to 
be dealt leniently by, but these are exceptions and it 
should be understood by the school why it is so. 


HOS TEE LIM Es 


This is a sad and startling expression in any connec- 
tion. It is something that can never be fully recovered. 
The damage never can be perfectly repaired. The lost 
time of one pupil impairs the interest of his mates and 
the entire school. To get children regularly to school, 
and have them keep their places in their class, is worth 
sacrifice and labor on the part of the home.

TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


This year has been marked by many changes for 
the better in the condition of the library. The books 
have been moved from their old and undesirable quarters in 
the Town Hall to a permanent home, as pretty and conveni- 
ent as any one might desire, in the new library building, 
which has already proved itself to be not only an ornament 
and a luxury, but a necessity. 

The books have all been carefully arranged in their 
new quarters, according to classes and authors and a com- 
plete catalogue of all the books now in the library is soon to 
be issued, containing, under each class, the author, title and 
class number of each book, so those who patronize the 
library need have no trouble in finding any book they want 
if it is in the library. These catalogues will soon be pub- 
lished and at the library for distribution, each family to be 
entitled to one copy free of cost. 

The number of volumes in the library has. been increased 
during the year from 937 March 1, 1896, to over 1,200, at

the present date. This increase seems quite satisfactory in 
view of the fact that it is about double that of last year, and 
at this rate it will not be long before we shall have a library, 
that, in respect to number of volumes, will compare favor- 
ably with any town library in the state, as it does already in 
location and fitness of the library building. 


There have been quite a number of book lists handed in 
by the patrons of the library and many of the books desired 
have been secured. Every person who reads must have in 
mind a few books, which they wish to read that we haven’t 
got, and it would be a great help to us in selecting books if 
such persons would make out a list of books and hand them 
in for the consideration of the trustees. Such lists can 
either be left with the librarian or given to any of the board 
of trustees, and if books recommended in this manner are 
deemed suitable to place in the library they shall have the 
preference when purchases of new books are made. We 
earnestly desire each person to make out such a list, both for 
their own advantage and as an aid to the trustees in pur- 
chasing books. 


The treasurer’s report will show a balance of $105.13 in 
the treasury against a balance of $223.74 last year; a de- 
crease of $118.61. ° We hope when the article in the town 
warrant which has to do with the appropriating of money 
for the use of the library is acted upon, that the people will 
see to it that this deficit is made good, for money invested in 
good books by the town is not by any means squandered or 
thrown away, but on the contrary, is an investment that will 
return good interest. 


A word of praise to the librarian in this report will not 
be amiss, for she has performed the duties of her position 
taithfully and carefully, in a manner satisfactory both to the 
patrons of the library and the trustees. She takes a great 
interest in the welfare of the library and being particularly 
adapted to her duties as librarian, we hope she will con- 
tinue to fill the position. 
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There has been an increase in the number of books 
taken out this year over last year, which shows an increas- 
ing appreciation by the people of the advantages of a free 
public library. 

The trustees take pleasure in embracing this opportuni- 
ty to thank those people who have given books to the library 
and assure them that their liberality is duly appreciated, 
both by the trustees and the people of the town. 

In summing up the present status of the library in a few 
words, we might say that the outlook for its future prosperity 
and utility never was better, and with an attractive new 
building, admirably adapted and fitly located for the 
purposes for which it was constructed, there seems to be no 
reason why the library should not insinuate itself more and 
more into the hearts and lives of the intelligent and thinking 
people of Pelham. Pope says: ‘‘The proper study of 
mankind is man,” and how can we study them more fittingly 
than to study the thoughts of master thinkers ? 


With best wishes for the continued prosperity and use- 
fulness of the library this report is respectfully submitted.
